Hi  Justin, 

Thank  you  for  the  hard  work  and  for  sending  over  this  cost  estimate. 

At  first  site,  the  number  of  signs  needed  seem  significantly  high.  Are  you  able  to  send 
a breakdown  of  the  number  of  signs  needed  for: 

1.  The  vending  zones 

2.  The  height  limit  buffer  zones 

And  I know  this  is  assuming  we'd  have  to  install  ALL  new  poles,  but  after  doing  a site 
check  myself,  I was  under  the  impression  there  were  plenty  of  existing  poles  or  street 
light  poles  that  the  signs  could  be  installed  on  and  mostly  all  of  them  currently  just 
have  1 sign,  so  we  wouldn't  exceed  the  2 sign  maximum  per  pole.  How  can  we 
confirm  this? 

We're  really  looking  to  keep  upfront  costs  to  an  absolute  minimum  so  we  appreciate 
your  advice  on  where  we  can  save  on  sign  & pole  installations.
